The  record  book  is  closed  on 
the  past  cage  season,  but  the  most 
'recent  page  is  one  of  the  brightest 
in  the  long  and  illustrious  hard- 
wood tradition  for  the  Demons.

Just  as  in  the  race  for  the  con- 
ference championship,  the  De- 
mons had  been  given  little  chance 
to  walk  off  with  the  coveted  tour- 
ney trophy. 

It  was  a  spotless  slate  for  NSC 
in  its  home  gym,  all  five  of  the 
setbacks  coming  on  the  road. 
Three  were  on  an  early  season 
tour  of  Kentucky  and  Tennessee 
— to  Middle  Tennessee,  Tennessee 
Tech,  and  Sugar  Bowl  Champion 
Western  Kentucky. 

The  other  two  losses  were  to 
conference  foes  SLI  and  Louisi- 
ana Tech  by  narrow  margins. 
Both  these,  however,  were  avenged 
with  16  and  19-point  decisions, 
respectively. 

Teamwise,  the  Demons  out- 
scored  their  28  foes  in  every 
phase  of  play,  including  a  most 
important  one  —  fewest  personal 
fouls — where  the  Demons  commit- 
ted 530  to  their  foes'  578.  NSC 
had  the  edge  in  total  points,  re- 
bounds, and  both  field-goal  and 
free-throw  percentages.
